WAGE INCREASE

. eyjuiEy
Says High Cost of Living

Has Been Solved.

FOODPBICES ABE LOWER

Declares that Problem of Year
Ago Is Removed.

Ia the Fall President of Southern
HUwr He I WUUnc to Re-
open Question of Increase and
Hints at Arbitration Gives Fls
nres to Show that Advance at This
Time Is Hot Feasible.

President Finley, of the Southern
Railway, to whom had been referred
the request of the locomotive fire-

men for an advance in wages, an-

nounced last night that, after ma-

ture consideration, he had come to
the conclusion that an advance was
not feasible at this time.

Mr. Finley accompanied his an-

nouncement with the first definite
statement from a "captain of in-

dustry" that the high cost of living,
the problem which confronted the
nation only a year ago had, in a
measure, solved itself. Mr. Finley
told the men that prices were lower
than they were a year ago, and that
the demands of the men were not
to be considered as based on the
conditions that existed when their
effort to obtain increases was in-

augurated.
THE RATE OF PAY.

In the course of his statement Mr.
Finley called the attention of the men
to the fact that the rate of pay for
nremen had been Increased approxi-
mately 46 per cent since 1900. He told
them that the advance they sought ap
proximated an Increase of 27.8 per cent
In their present wage, and that the cost
to the company entailed by such an ad
vance would be more than $400,000 per
annum.

This," said Mr. Finley, "In the pres
ent state of business, and considering- the
fact that we are Just now entering- upon
the dull season of the Southern Rail-
way, makes It necessary to decline the
request." He said, however, that this
decision was not made in such a man-
ner as to prejudice the right of the men
or the railway company to reopen the
question in the fall, and he further
promised that the would reconsider the
proposition at that time.

In making this announcement the
Southern's president was placing his
O. K. upon the previous decision of the
vice president and general manager of
the company. Mr. Coapman.

That the Southern Railway Is willing
to go Into Immediate arbitration of thewage question In the event of Mr. Fin-ley- 's

statement and promise of reconsid-
eration next fall is not satisfying to thenremen Is evidenced in the closing words
of Mr. Finley. He says:

To Arbitrate Question.
"If they are unwilling to accept this

suggestion, I offer as an alternative to
mediate or arbitrate the question with
them.

"I trusfslncerely that our men will see
the Justice and equity of the position of
the company, will realize that the man
agement Is controlled by the purpose of
being entirely fair to them, and that the
way is always open to them and to their
representatives for a full and Just con
sideration in conference of all questions
of difference that may arise."

It Is understood a committee of fire-
men held a conference with President
Finley late yesterday afternoon, the de-
tails of which were not made public.
A strike of the firemen is not expected.

He has Just finished serving a sen
tence of nine years and seven months for
stabbing to death Richard L. Bell, a
reporter, in front of the Bijou Th.es.ler.

caused hy indiscriminate shooting by
men along the avenue who were trying
to kill the negro. Cain had no revolver
upon him when captured by Policeman
Eynon.

The negro fought his way northward.
with most persons close by getting out
of his way as they saw him swing right
and left with a long knife. It was at
103th street, a block above where the
fight started, that Cain lunged at Carl
son and thrust tho knife through Carl-
son's shoulder.

"I wanted to get that man who slapped
me. I am sorry i did not. wnen I
could not get him, I wanted to get
everybody in sight. Even if do go to
ihe chair, I m not a bit sorry for It,"
said Cain in his cell.

JOHNSON GUILTY,

IS JDRY'S DECREE

Struck Down John Ofenstein
in Blacksmith Shop.- -

Guilty of murder, first degree, was the
verdict of the Jury In the case of Arthur
Johnson, colored, who was charged with
causing the death of John Ofenstein on
December 5 Johnson looked on
stolidly as the Jury filed into the court
room last night at 8 o'clock, after being
out five hours, and announced its find-

ing. Attorney F. M. Baker, counsel for
Johnson, asked that the Jury be polled,
which was done, each member respond
ing with the answer "guilty as Indicted
murder, first degree." Mr. Baker gave
notice of a motion for a new trial.

Johnson's crime was one of the most
revolting in the District. On the morn-
ing of December 5 last, Johnson went
to Ofensteln's blacksmith shop. In New
York avenue, between Sixth and Seventh
streets, to have his horses shod. He
found a number of teamsters ahead of
him. waiting their turn. Johnson had

rbcen drinking and became boisterous. He
demanded that Ofenstein hurry with his
work and wait on him. Without provo-

cation, Johnson picked up an Iron bar
and struck Ofenstein on the side of the
head, felling him and stampeding the
horses, which trampled on the black-
smith, who died of his Injuries the next
day.

The defense tried to prove that John-
son was drunk, and argued this condi-
tion as an extenuating circumstance. The
case was prosecuted for the government
by Assistant Attorney Charles Turner.
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REBUKED;

CALLED A DSDRPER

After squabbling for five hours, the
House Democrats yesterday approved the
sreciai- - committee of nine members se-

lected by Representative Henry, of Tex-
as, chairman of the Committee on Rules,
to investigate the sugar trust. But many
members of the majority party In the
House took occasion to inform Mr. Hen-
ry that never again must he attempt to
usurp all the power belonging to

and select the membership of an
Important body all by himself.

That is Just what Mr. Henry did in the
present case, as he admitted on the floor
of the House yesterday. He absolved
the Rules Committee from all partlcipa- -
tlon In the naming of the sugar probers
and acknowledged he had made the
list of names after consulting with some
of his colleagues.

While the House Democrats were ex-
ceedingly indignant at Mr. Henry for
trying to play czar, they appreciated at
the same time that if they did not accept
his list It would be taken as Indication
that there was some personal objection
to the men he had selected. This was not
the case, and so, after the Rules chair-
man had been properly rebuked, the
special committee he suggested was
unanimously elected.
